ADDBKSS BY REV. RUTHERFORD. 
The Thanksgiving address this y ear 
was delivered by Rev . Ru therford of 
tbe Lutheran cb u rch and was a most 
fitting discourse. 
The day , be Sa.u , 
corresponds to tbe celebrated festival 
of the J ewish cburcb. 
Ou r national 
Thanksgiving like tbe ancient feast of 
the Tabernacle has three points of 
beautiful significance—the national, 
the historical, and the prophetical. 
These points were clearly brought out 
by Rev. Rutherford who dwelt upon 
their significance. 
HISTORY fj 
v THW DAY. 
His text was the llth verse of the 
C5 Psalm: “ Thou crown« « tbe y ear 
with thy goodness.” The hGtory of 
Thanksgiving, carries us back to the 
Puritan fathers of New England in 
the day s of Governor Bradford of the 
fall of 1621 in recognition of the har 
vest. Ten y ears later, in 1631, when 
there was great distress, on account of 
scarcity of food, a day of fasting and 
pray er was appointed. 
A few day s 
prior to the appointed day of pray er, a 
vessel laden with provisions arrived, 
and the day of fasting was changed to 
a day of Thanksgiving. 
Washington also issued a special 
proclamation to the Continental army 
for a general Thanksgiving day , Dec. 
18, 17 7 7 , and also May 7 , 17 7 8, that 
they might give thanks to the God of 
Providence for their great blessings of 
victory and freedom. 
Our nation was bom in the struggle 
of war; it was baptized in blood. In 
those early day s every thing was at 
sta ke-civil liberty , popular govern­ 
ment, education, religion—all were 
interested in the issue and with some 
of these it was life and death. 
I’EACK BROUGHT POWER 
During tbe sixties for a period of 
four y ears the standard of our repub­ 
lic was lost to tbe world amid tbe 
smoke and carnage of the battlefield. 
But underneath 
these 
sulpberous 
clouds, amid these driving storms, our 
banner lived—lived through the pow­ 
er of stalwart arms and patriotic 
hea rts-lived 
through tbe sacrifice 
and offering of half a million liv es- 
lived through the pray er of those 
whose faith stay ed tbe sun in the 
heavens, until dereat was rolled back 
and victory final and glorious was pro­ 
claimed over our parricidal foe.
